other salons of Paris us poets and ess . 
ists and werei'elected to the French 
Academy as reidlly. Indeed, it would 
seem as thonglj the Qfjnppsition of playi 
was tho shortest' rcwd to distinction in 
the Paris of Moliere, as ifc ia today. But 
with the actow It was another question. 
Their wandering, qnso'ttled modes d 
life bad evidently told; against them. 
Thay were not. admitted to society 
wJbflther their oontlnct was good or bad. 
They were not even considered in the 
.light of iiteniry persons. 
Moliere met 


hia friends, Boileaii, La'Fontaine, Fn- 
re tier e, at public cafes; 
As a writer oj 


Kbniedy he was either not taken serious.- 
ly or had incurred tooinuch hostility oa 
the part of inflnuutial sets, the clergy 
through "Tartuffi'," the salons through 
"Les Femmes Savautes." As an aotoi 
be was considered an outcast with bis 
class, and when, on his deathbed, he 
asked for spiritual consolation his ap- 
peal fell on deaf ears till it was too late. 
So that it was with the greatest difficul- 
ty that his widow procured a bit qf con- 
secrated ground in which to lay the re- 
mains of tho unshrived comedian.
